“Put on the whole armor of God” . . .

Christians who are aggressively 
concerned about their own spiritual 
life and prayerfully working that oth- 
ers may come into God’s Kingdom 
are aware of opposition within and 
without. As we are exposed to this op¬ 
position we need to meet it in the 
strength of God in order to overcome. 

There is no room for a paeifist in 
this kind of warfare. Every Christian 
must be a fighter. To win the battles 
that must be fought one must be well 
prepared. A careless preparation 
makes one vulnerable to attack. 

What makes the conflict so serious 
is that no Christian can escape it. He 
must fight or lose his Christian life. It 
is a fight to the finish, win or die. The 
enemy is in possession of much power 
and craftiness. 

Here, as in every battle, two things 
are required; power to fight and 
weapons to fight with. “Stood we 
alone in our might, our striving would 
be losing.” Our strength must be in 
the Lord, in Christ. When the fight is 
carried on “in the strength of His 
might,” we shall be more than con- 
querors through Him. In the spiritual 
warfare we must learn thoroughly to 
despair of our own strength and to put 
our trust in Christ alone. 

The equipment to fight with is 
called the afmour of God. It is divine 
equipment. How often Christians 
make use of the weapons of the flesh 
and lose tfie battle. 

Apostle Paul has in mind the ar- 
mour of a Roman soldier equipped for 
war as a symbol of the spiritual ar- 
mour needed in the Christian warfare. 
“Having girded your loins with truth,” 
a sinoere, ;wholehearted surrender to 
Christ with a desire to follow Him. 
“Having put on the breastplate of 
righteousness,” the righteousness of 
Christ, put on by faith. The assurance 
can protect us against temptation and 
accusations of the de vil. 

“And having shod your feet,” the 
Christian can boldly and fearlessly 
meet the enemy knowing he is pre¬ 
pared for the fight with the prepara¬ 
tion of the gospel of peace. “Withal 
taking up the shield of faith,” the 
shield that hinders the weapons of the 
enemy from finding entrance into the 
heart of a Christian is faith, trusting 
in the promises of God. 

“Arid take the helmet of salvation,” 
there is nothing that can encourage 
and strengthen us to persevere in the 
fight against our spiritual enemies 
more than our own hope of salvation. 
“And the sword of the Spirit, which 
is the Word of God,” is the only 
weapon for attack. By this weapon 
Christ overcame the devil in the wild- 
erness. By this same weapon all the 
saints have conquered. 

The purpose of putting on 'the ar- 
mour of God is that you may be able 
to stand in the evil day. The day that 
the devil attempts to destroy you, as 
a soldier of Christ, is your evil day. 
We need the power of God and the 
whole armour of God every day.

SANCTIFICATION IN RELATION TO EVANGELISM 

(Condensation of a series of studies presented by Dr. O. K. Storaasli at 
the Christian Workers’ Institute, Christopher Lake, Sask., 
August 12 to 17, 1947) 


In our Church’s year of “Evangel- 
ism,” it is extremely important that 
we who are interested in Evangelism 
also have a proper understanding of 
“Sanetification.” If there is confusion 
on this point, it will be natural that 
there be a blundering also in our 
evangelistic efforts. “Holiness groups” 
which teach entire sanetification have 
muddled the pieture on the one hand, 
and the Romanist idea of synergistic 
justification has befuddled it on the 
other. We need to know first of all the 
difference between Biblical justifiea- 
tion and sanetification if we are to be 
vessels that can be used by God for 
the evangelization of the world. 

Justification deals with the sinner’s 
change of relationship or state to God. 
Justification is an act of God by which 
He accounts or adjudges a person 
righteous in His sight. It is not a 
change in His standing in the sight of 
the Holy God. Prior to justification, 
he stands before God guilty, and con- 
demned; through God’s- merey he is 
acquitted, released, free from guilt 
and condemnation. There is a new life 
that results from faith, which is the ap-

plying cause of justification. Further 
more, true faith presupposes peni- 
tence, this again presupposes a sense 
and knowledge of sin. Thus penitence 
and faith are the two essential ele- 
ments of conversion, and where these 
elements are found there is a change 
of heart, and the beginning of the new 
life. This must be kept clearly in mind 
as we seek to evangelize the world. 

This new life, however, is only in 
its germinal form, but it brings a new 
light into the intellect, new love into 
the heart, and new spirit in the will. 
But since it is a germinal life, it must 
develop, inorease, and make progress, 
a^ it is f ed. It is this development or 
growrih of the new life that We wish 
to consider especially in this series of 
studies, under the term “santification” 
or the “growth of the soul into the 
image of a holy God.’’ Santification 
means literally “to make holy,” and 
this is the goal of the Christian. Thus 
we pray in our opening prayer at eaeh 
of our 'Services that “we may grow 
day by day in grace and holiness.” 

How this is related to evangelism 
may be seen from the following sug- 
gestive equation:

PROFESSOR OLAF K. STORAASLI 

In a recent issue of The Shepherd we 
printed a news flash that Dr. 0. K. Storaasli 
had accepted the call to become professor at 
Luther Theological Seminary, Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. We are happy to print the 
following facts about him: 

Olaf K. Storaasli, son of the Rev. Ole T. 
Storaasli, was bom at Clarkfield, Minn., 
Nov. 19, 1915. Following his elementary ed- 
ucation at Clarkfield and Emmons, Minn., 
he studied at Waldorf College and at St. 
Olaf College, graduating from the latter in 
1937. (Interestingly enough, his major dur¬ 
ing his undergraduate study was Chemis- 
try). Entering Luther Theological Seminary, 
he graduated in 1941. The following years 
were devoted to the graduate study of the- 
ology at Princeton and Temple Universities. 
He received the Master of Theology degree 
in 1942 and hecame a Doctor of Sacred 
Theology in 1944. 

Doctor Storaasli was ordained to the min¬ 
istry in 1942 upon a call from Trinity 
Church, Philadelphia, which he served while 
he was carrying on his graduate studies. In 
1944 he became pastor of Zion Church, Sas¬ 
katoon. At the same time, he was a part 
time teacher at our seminary there. 


Christian Church, and it is to the 
Church that Christ gave the Great 
Commissiori, as well as the power of 
the keys. 

WhAt Jesus Teaches About 
Sanetification 

Several passages help us to under¬ 
stand Jesus’ wish for the church. As 
we seek to find out what Jesus taught 
Himself about sanetification and the 
life of holiness, let us look at John 17: 
17 first. Our Lord had been speaking 
to His disoiples in the upper room in 
view of His departure, giving them 
those teachings which we now speak 
of as the Paschal diseourses. Ceasing 
to teach, He began to pray; and in 
this 17th chapter of John we have the 
words of that great Paschal or High 
Priestly Prayer, offered in anticipa- 
tion of the Cross. THESE WORDS 
ARE A REVELATION OF HIS PUR¬ 
POSE FOR THE MEN WHOM HE 
HAD BEEN TEACHING, and who 
were gathered about Him. They were 
sinning men, some of the men whom 
He had come to seek and to save. He 
was to them the Saviour, not that they 
at the moment perfectly understood 
the meaning of His mission, or fully 
apprehended all the results thereof; 
but that He stood to them in His own 
purpose and in His own power, in 
that sacred relationship. If they were 
sinning men, they were also men who 
had fulfilled the responsibilities 
which He had revealed. They were 
men who had repented towards the 
Kingdom of God, and men who had 
believed on Him. They did not under¬ 
stand His teaehing perfectly, had no 
final truth in their mind coneerning 
the mystery of His person, and were 
certainly quite ignorant of the Pas¬ 
sion towards which His face was set, 
for they were in rebellion against the 
very thought of it. Nevertheless, they 
had believed in Him, and by that be- 
lief had appropriated values far 
greater than they themselves did 
know. JESUS PRAYED FOR THESE 
MEN, and in the brief words of this

SPONSORS, ADVANCE 

If our Lutheran Church does not 
make the progress it should in oceupy- 
ing for God the areas most definitely 
assigned to us it will not be because 
we lacked the organization for it. 
Neither will it be because the neces- 
sary weapons were not available. 
Thank God for the institutions and or- 
ganizations we have. Let us not criti- 
cize them but rather use them^ more 
faithfully according to our opportuni- 
ties. And no better weapons for the 
storming of the strongholds of sin 
exists than the Word of God with its 
message of sin and grace. This is ours 
to use’ on every front. If we fail to 
take our objeetives, consolidate our 
positions, or if retreats have to be 
made, it will likely be because some- 
one neglected his duty—failed to be 
on guard or perhaps even fraternized 
with the enemy. 

Think of the fertile land of youth 
with its green hills and rich valleys. 
Think of the preeious young souls 
brought to the Lord in baptism in our 
ehurches. Let us remember that these 
are a special assignment to us to 
guard, develop and bring into produc- 
tive use for the Kingdom, lest their re- 
sources of body, mind and soul be ex- 
ploited by sin. Here pastor, congre- 
gation, parents and others have their 
responsibilities. 

I would at this time, as a reminder 
to all, sound the signal for action to 
a specific group—the sponsors for the 
baptized. You are to pray Sor, and as 
far as possible to assist in the spiritual 
nurture in faith and piety of the bap¬ 
tized child so that “it may ripen 
early, remain in Christ even as by 
baptism he is now graftect into Him.” 
Perhaps more sponsors than we rea- 
lize take this charge seriously. Thank 
God for them. But the fact remains 
that many a sponsor is either sleeping 
on duty or a traitor to both the Lord 
he should serve and the child he 
should help by prayer, word and ex- 
ample. Almost every baptized child 
has at least two sponsors. What a 
blessed influence they could be if they 
surrounded that child with their 
prayers and Christian coneern! 

Sponsors, have you talked to the 
child about Christ? Have you en- 
couraged him to live for Christ? Have 
you followed his growth and progress 
in school and Sunday School? If he 
has moved to qther places, have you 
written to him? Have you seen to it 
as far as you can that he attends Sun¬ 
day School? Or if he cannot do this 
have you helped him to enroll in the 
correspondence course, Sunday School 
at Home ? These and other golden op- 
portunities are yours. Sponsors, let 
them be signals for you to advance, 
and occupy for Christ. —A .K. H. 

particular verse we have the ultimate 
word expressive of His desire for 
them, “SANCTIFY THEM IN THE 
TRUTH: THY WORD IS TRUTH.” 

Here in Sanetification we come to 
the real issue of salvation, which is 
holiness or sanetity. As we think of 
Paul’s great words in the Roman 
epistle: justification, sanetification, 
glorification, I would remind you that 
justification is the root; glorification 
will be the ultimate fruit, while the 
supreme experience of the present 
life, which is in itself a fulfillment of 
those conditions whereby the root 
shall proceed to the ultimate fruit, is 
that of Sanetity. THE WILL OF OUR 
LORD FOR HIS PEOPLE IS THAT 
THEY MAY LIVE THE LIFE OF 
SANCTITY, THAT THEY MAY 
KNOW THE EXPERIENCE OF 
SANCTIFICATION. This has value

PLAYING WITH 
CHRISTIANITY 

Our heading is an accusation. It is 
an indictment of much that is called 
church membership. 

Christianity essentially is faith. It 
is trust in God, not in any old figment 
of the imagination which we are 
pleased to call God, but in God as He 
has revealed Himself to men in the 
inspired Word and in His Son Jesus 
Christ. We are confident that by the 
atoning work of Jesus all the barriers 
between God and us have been re- 
moved. We are gloriously sure that 
He has forgiven our sins and made 
us His children. We therefore yield 
ourselves to Him, submitting to His 
guidance and making His will our 
own. That is faith or, if you will, 
Christianity, a‘nd that issues in a life 
of obedience to God. 

We play with Christianity when we 
would make our own all its blessings, 
without assuming any of its responsi- 
bilities. We w^nt to know that Heaven 
is our destiny. But at the same time 
we want to do just as we please. Not 
His will but our whims, should de- 
termine our actions. Not sacrifice, but 
self-indulgence, is our motto. Not the 
j Ete rna 1, but the Ego, dominates our 
! lives. That is playing with Chris- 
! tianity. 

That type of Christianity, we are 
afraid, is extensively represented in 
our churches today. It accounts for 
the feebleness of the Church. It is 
responsible for fumbling and failure 
in these days of challenge and crisis. 
When so many church members Sun- 
day for Sunday absent themselves 
from the Services, when they do little 
or nothing financially, when they fail 
to pray regularly, when they are not 
interested in the Word of God or in 
the work of the Church, the conclu- 
sion is inevitable: they are playing 
with Christianity. They may be doing 
this ignorantly. They may be con- 
scious of their fatal error. But the 
fact remains that they are playing 
with Christianity. 

Now no one can have his cake hnd 
eat it. Christianity cannot be used as 
a toy. God is not mocked. God de- 
mands our best. Refusal to surrender 
in vites rejection. 

Every church member should 
periodically ask himself: Am I play¬ 
ing with Christianity? — American 
Lutheran.

for you today. Justification for the 
Christian is in the past, although it 
surely has present value; glorification 
is for tomorrow. But Sanctification is 
NOW. 

These words of Jesus make up a 
brief petition jn which we have our 
Lord’s teaching concerning sanctifi¬ 
cation suggestively revealed, when 
the petition is interpreted by the con- 


text of the whole prayer. He prayed 
that these men might be sanctified in 
the truth, and He immediately re¬ 
vealed what He meant by His own 
term, “the truth 1 ,” as He said, “THY 
WORD IS TRUTH.” In 17:6 He says, 

“I manifested Thy name unto the 
men . . . and they have kept Thy 
Word.” We immediately recognize 
the connection between the opening 
statement of that verse, and the clos- 
ing one. When He spoke therefore of 
the TRUTH, and defined it as being 
the WORD of God, He was, accord- 
ing to the interpretation of His own 
uttered words, referring to that man- 
ifestation of God which He had made 
and which He described as the man- 
ifestation of the Name. And yet we 
have further light in the statement in 
17:8, “The words which Thou gavest 
me I have given unto them; and they 
received them, and knew of a truth 
that I came forth from Thee, and they 
believed that Thou didst send me.” 

In these two statements preceding 
the prayer for holiness we have two 
expressions of our Lord which enable 
us to understand His thought concern¬ 
ing sanctity. He spoke of the .WORD 
OF GOD, and when He so spoke He 
referred to a manifestation of the 
NAME OF GOD, which He said He 
had given to these men. This is the 
LOGOS, that word which we are so 
familiar with in John’s Gospel, signi- 
fying the complete revelation of God 
made through Christ Himself. That, 
fundamentally, and inelusively, is the 
truth in which He prays that men may 
be sanctified. In the second statement 
we have not the same expression, but 
another carrying another thought: 
My sayings, that is, such sayings as 
make application of essential truth in 
local particulars. If when He spoke 
of the WORD He was referring to the 
unified and inclusive truth; when He 
spoke of THE SAYINGS, He was re¬ 
ferring to the words which He had 
uttered in application of that truth 
to certain human needs, in the life of 
holiness.’ 

Sanctity of life and of conduct must 
result in the Christ life. Love for the 
Lord inspires us to receive His Word, 
to accept it as authoritative, as final; 
and the reception of the word thus 
expresses itself in obedience, which is 
conduct love-impulsed. Thus RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS IS LIFE ADJUSTED TO 
THE TRUTH ABOUT GOD, EX- 
PRESSING ITSELF IN CONDUCT 
TOWARD MEN. 

Because Christians lack this sanc¬ 
tity of conduct, there are diffieulties 
within the church, and the human 
factor is able to short-circuit the 
power of God through the Means of 
Grace. If we are to be truly interested 
in evangelism we must be willing first 
of all to let God’s Word cleanse our 
lives. God does not ask vessels of gold 
or of silver, BUT HE MUST HAVE 
CLEAN VESSELS. Your talents and 
my talents can be of great value to 
God if we are clean, sanctified, fit for 
the Master’s use. People who “major 
in minors” and “minor in majors” re- 
tard what should be growth in the 
Church—and that is evangelism. Un- 
willingness to serve and to be used 
means an uneleansed spirit. Chris¬ 
tians whose major concern is in the 
adiaphora are wasting God’s energy 
for evangelization. Some people are 
so interested in criticizing how other 
Christians live and work that their 
own sanctification is retrogressing. 

“Sanctify them in the truth; Thy 
word is truth.” This is the word which 
He gave; the manifestation of the 
Name, the sayings which He uttered; 
these constitute the moral code which 
man must obey. “Sanctify them in the 
truth.” That was His prayer. And His 
estimate of sanctification is that holi¬ 
ness of character which results from 
the soul responsive to God as revealed 
in Christ; and that rightebusness of 
conduct which grows from such char¬ 
acter, the expression o£ relationship 
to God in a man’s dealings with his 
fellow men. 

Finally, this teaching was included 
in a prayer. He was praying for these 
men, and in that selfsame prayer He 


prayed for us. “Neither for these only 
do I pray, but for them also that be- 
lieve on Me through Their word.” 
(John 17:20). We are of that host 
and company who have believed 
through the apostolic word. The ulti- 
mate value of His prayer is found in 
the opening words “Father, the hour is 
come.” What hour? The hour for His 
glorification. It was the hour of His 
passion. He was praying first for con¬ 
tinued fellowship on the part of His 
Father with Himself Jn that ultimate 
darkness of the Cross, and the victory 
of the resurrection that lay beyond; 
and in that prayer He uttered this pe¬ 
tition for His followers. That first pe¬ 
tition was answered. His father glori- 
fied Him by raising Him from among 
the dead, by completing the Exodus; 
and now you and I can go through 
that answer of death and resurrection 
in the person of our Lord Himself, 
and therefore sanctity is possible for 
us. Had there been none other than 
the manifestation of the name in a 
life, and the uttering of the law in pre- 
cepts, I should have closed the book 
and should have said, “The ideal is 
stupendous and marvellous, but I can 
never attain unto it.” But the One who 
manifested the name, the One Who 
uttered the moral code, was glorified 
in the mystery of death and resur¬ 
rection; and placed all His resources 
at the disposal of sinful men like you 
and me, that we might live the life of 
sanctification, that they might turn 
to God in their need, and their life be 
adjusted to Him in holiness; that in 
the power of such, adjustment they 
might turn back to the affairs of 
everyday life, in office and market, 
and shop, and household, and farm, 
and wherever they may be, to live 
toward men in love, in answer to the 
impulse of the life adjusted towards 
God, which is the life of righteous- 
ness. 

We all have the means necessary 
for our sanctification in the Word of 
God and the Sacraments, the Means 
of Grace. Do we. prayerfully use 
them? Might we not be much further 
on in the work of "holiness than we 
are? Do we use the truth as we 
should, or do we let blind prejudice 
and the “status quo” determine our 
decisions? Are we willing to be sanc¬ 
tified in God’s truth, and*not what we 
think is our truth? Do we “desire the 
sincere milk of the Word, that we may 
grow thereby?” Does the Word 
“dwell richly among us?” Know we 
not, or have we forgotten it so soon, 
that “as many of us as have been bap- 
tized into Christ, were baptized into 
His death?” Do we say, with those 
early Christians, “.henceforth let no 
man trouble me, for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord Jesus?” And 
when we go to the Lord’s Table do we 
realize that His “flesh is meat indeed, 
and His blood is drink indeed?” Do we 
go in the strength of that heavenly 
nourishment many days? Might we 
not, by making a more sincere, hearty, 
and diligent use of all these Means of 
Grace live nearer to Christ, lean more 
confidingly on Him and do more ef- 
fectually all things through Him who 
strengthens us? 

Yes, doubtless we all must confess 
that it is our own fault that we are 
not sanctified more fully than we are; 
that if, in the strength derived from a 
proper use of the means of grace, we 
would watch more over self, pray 
more, meditatfe more on divine things 
and thus surround ourselves more 
with a spiritual atmosphere, we 
should be more spiritual.

Remember that 
“without holiness, no man shall see 
the Lord.” The human factor may 
vitiate the almighty power of God. 
The human factor, the extent of 
sanctification in your life and mine, 
is the all-important co-efficient in the 
evangelization of the world. May 
God grant that we are truly from our 
hearts willing to let ' God work 
through us and thus also in the evan¬ 
gelization of all men.

To Pionerk vinner 

En stor flokk venner, slekt og 
naboer hadde samlet seg hos Mrs.

Dit kom hun i 1908 fra Bardo, 
Norge hvor Mor Forseth saa dagens 
lys i 1867. Hennes mann, Ingebrikt 
Forseth døde i 1938 og Mor eller Bes¬ 
temor Forseth som hun helst kalles 
har siden i sin enkestand bodd nær 
en av sine sønner. Selv er hun sprung¬ 
et av en familie som opdrog en talrik 
barneflokk—femten i det hele, og 
Gud velsignet hennes ekteskap med 
tre sønner og fem døtre, hvorav de 
fleste var tilstede paa otti aarsdagen. 

Dagen .ble feiret med sang og mu¬ 
sikk og flere taler for fødselsdagsbar¬ 
net, bl. a. av pastor H. A. Strand, J. 
M. Lind, og M. S. Knudsen, student 
pastor for Sexsmith prestegjeld som 
ogsaa ledet programmet. Dessuten 
holdt en av Mrs. Forseths svigersøn¬ 
ner, Lindquist en hjertevarm tale for 
Mor som han kalte henne, hvori han 
tegnet et vakkert bilde av henne som 
kristen, menneske og mor. Mrs. For¬ 
seth hører nemlig til den gamle, 
solide kristentype som staar fast paa 
evangelisk-luthersk grunn. Og' intet 
, moderne ubibelsk og over-aandelig 
lærdomsveir har formaadd aa rokke 
henne fra hennes daapspakt og 
hennes tro paa Kristus som Herre og 
Frelser i alle livets forhold. Det er 
alltid en fest aa besøke Mor Forseth 
og tale med henne om “det ene nød¬ 
vendige.” Det staar et friskt pust av 
henne, en aandelig vellukt som er av 
Gud. I sitt svar til velfortjent hyldest 
nevnte hun sin egen uverdighet, og at 
hur} aldri har hatt eller har uvenner.

En annen pionerkvinne som fylte 
94 aar den 4 juli, var ogsaa tilstede 
paa festen, nemlig Mrs. Ingeborg 
Wold. Ogsaa hun ble varmt hyldet av 
de frammøtte. Mrs. Wold kommer 
ogsaa fra Bardo, Norge som hun for¬ 
lot i juni 1907. Hun reiste med en 
Hvite Stjernelinjens skip fra Trond¬ 
heim, og kom til Holden, Alberta, den 
7 juli samme aar. I 1912 flyttet hun 
med sin mann og barn til Peace River. 
Hun ble enke i 1926 og har vært mor 
til 14 barn, hvorav 9 sønner og 2 døtre 
lever. Dessuten er hun bestemor til 
27 og oldemor til 13. Mor Wold til¬ 
bringer sin alderdom hos den yngste 
av sine sønner, Einar. 

Begge disse pionerkvinner har 
gjennom ét langt liv nedlagt et tro¬ 
fast og fortjenstfullt arbeid som 
kristne mødre og veiryddere. Deres 
nabolag ville ikke ha vært hva 
det er utem deres opofrelse 
og sksempel. De har begge gjennom 
alle aar vært medlemmer av Norden 
Lutherske menighet. Gud velsigne 
dem begge rikelig i deres alderdom 
og gi dem en lys og frédful livskvell.

Foredrag av forst, M. Skudal ved et 
predikantmøte 

Det har vært talt og skrevet meget 
om dette spørsmaal, og av og til faar 
vi jo høre det er enkelte som kommer 
til Gud. Gud skje takk! Men vekkel¬ 
ser i den forstand som vi mener med 
dette ord, er det mange aar siden 
vaart land har hatt. Her er store skar¬ 
er av arbeidere rundt omkring blandt 
vaart folk, men det skjer lite. Hvad 
vekkelse angaar hviler der en lam¬ 
mende aand over det hele. Maski¬ 
neriet er i gang Her arbeides som al¬ 
dri før, men der spores lite av opp- 
vaaknende liv. 

Vekkelsen maa komme fra Gud, og 
han vil mer enn gjerne sende den— 
fot han vil ingen synders død, men at 
alle skal omvende sig og leve. Det er 
forkastelig aa lage vekkelse, bekjent¬ 
gjøre vekkelsesmøter. Det er en hind¬ 
ring for sann vekkelse. Vi bør merke 
oss at som Gud besøker de enkelte 
mennesker særskilte tider, saa ogsaa 
byer og bygder og nasjoner. 

Vi skal innrømme at det er mange 
ting som staar hindrende for en vek¬ 
kelse. Det er vanskelig aa faa de 
uomvendte i tale, det er saa mye som 
opptar deres interesser, sporten mb.

Det verste 
av alt er at vi predikanter kan finnes 
i denne flokken. 

Det var faa troende de vekkelsene 
gikk over vaart land i min ungdom, 
mot det er nu; men der var noe ved 
dem som vi for en del mangler i dag. 
De var grepne av Kristus, og de uom- 
vendtes nød. Man kunde høre nødrop 
til Gud om sjeles frelse. Rop som disse 
som kom av hjertenød: Jeg holder det 
ikke ut hvis ikke du, Gud, sender oss 
vekkelse! — Jeg er redd for vi holder 
det altfor godt ut om ikke det skjer. 

Bønnemøtene var for dem de vik¬ 
tigste, der møttes de troende i samlet 
flokk.—Hvordan er de nu? Jeg er 
redd for at Gud sier til vaar bønn om 
synderes frelse: De mener lite med 
det. Det er en vanesak og ikke en 
hjertesak. Gud har ikke forandret sig, 
men vi. Faar Gud oss paa vaar plass, 
saa skal vi nok finne at han som sier 
be og I skal faa, er paa sin plass. Et 
spørsmaal er, om vi er saapass vaak- 
ne at Gud kan betro oss barn. Jeg 
tenker paa den rørende omsorg de 
gamle hadde for* de nyfrelste, hvor¬ 
dan man forsøkte aa pleie dem, ikke 
bare paa møtene, men ogsaa ved be¬ 
søk i hjemmene. 

Saa noen ord til predikantene. 
Hvordan h$r I det? Hvor meget kjem¬ 
per I i lønnkammeret for de ufrelste ? 
Hvor mange timer kjemper du der om 
dagen for sjeles frelse? Jeg hadde 
den lykke aa kjenne mange begavede 


predikanter, som nu er hjemme hos 
Herren, som jeg vet tilbrakte mange 
timer av dagen i sitt lønnkammer. 
Hvad gjør vi, brødre? 

De stolte ikke paa sin kunnskap og 
begavelse, men det som var om aa 
gjøre, var at de først og fremst maatte 
faa et budskap fra Gud til sitt eget 
hjerte og dernest til folket. Mine 
brødre, hvad er bevegghunnen til at 
du er med i arbeidet? Har du tatt ek¬ 
samen som Peter- Er hjertelaget i or¬ 
den? Les I Tes. 2, 7—8. Her møter vi 
den viktigste side for oss predikanter. 
Hjertelaget. Tenk — om vi skulde 
mangle det! 

Hvis jeg ikke tar feil, saa tror jeg 
at forkynnelsen mangler ofte en 
streng. Jeg understreker forkynnels¬ 
en. Det er forskjell paa aa tale om en 
ting, og saa forkynne den. likesom det 
er forskjell paa aa beskrive et sverd 
og saa bruke det, eller aa beskrive et 
brød og saa la folk faa ete av det. 

Lovens krav og dens dom over syn¬ 
deren maa forkynnes, slik at synderen 
staar ansikt til ansikt med Gud, den 
rettferdige dommer. Meget faller 
dessverre paa stengrunn, og derfor 
blir det overfladisk og lett kristen¬ 
dom. Vi har mye av oppdragelses- 
kristendom, men mindre med gjen- 
1 født kristendom, fordi forkynnelsen 
fører ikke til død, og derfor ikke til 
liv. 

La oss ikke være redd for aa nevne 
synden med det rette navn og la Guds 
dom over den falle, 'saa synderen 
skjelver for den rettferdige dommer. 
Det trenger ogsaa de troende aa høre. 
Guds forhold til synd er likedan for 
alle mennesker. Vi maa alltid ha et 
maal og forsøke aa finne synderen der 
hvor han er, og saa bruke ordets pil 
paa samvittigheten. Jeg maa tilstaa at 
slik som det er nu med oss troende, 
venter jeg desserve lite vekkelse. 

Gnisten mangler hos de fleste. Vek¬ 
kelsene maa begynne hos Guds folk. 
Først of fremst hos predikantene. Vi 
maa finne igjen lønnkammeret og 
Bibelen. Vi trenger mer enn andre, 
for vi skal selv leve og skaffe andre 
mat til livsopphold. Inntektene maa 
alltid overstige utgiftene dersom der 
ikke skal bli aandelig konkurs. 

Gaa ikke først til bibel og bønn for j 
aa faa noe til andre,—men søk først 
og fremst aa faa noe til dig personlig. 
Da vil det kjennes i forsamlingen at 
du har vært med herren. Maa Mathias 
Orheims ord ikke være en lekse for 
oss, men en sann virkelighet hver 
dag: 

Naar eg og Jesus aalelne er, 

daa er det hugnad aa leva her.

Fasonger i Religionen 

Der er fasonger i sivilisasjonen. 
Vaar tid kan beskrives med tre ord: 

Klaesfasongen 
forandres hvert aar. Det er en viktig 
del av salgisteknikken). Den gamle 
pioneer forlot det gamle land og alt 
det han hadde kjært for aa rydde op 
“Ny, fort og billig.” Klaesfasongene 
i og overvinne ødemarken for sine 
barn. Vaar moderne pioneer har hast¬ 
verk, og hvorfor ikke? Han kan innse 
at han skulle trenge aa slite seg ihel 
for at hans barn skulle faa en gard i 
Peace River. Sannsynligvis vil de for¬ 
late ham der paa hans gamle dager 
mens de drar til en by for aa nyte det 
livlige liv der, eller til “paradiset” 
langs British Columbias*kyst. 

Det er ikke overraskende at denne 
sinnsinnstilling ogsaa har smittet re¬ 
ligionen. En ny religion — Hvorfor 
vil vi ha en? Der er to ting en vital 
religion maa gi deg. 1. Den maa føre 
Gud inn i ditt liv. 2. Den maa tilfreds¬ 
stille ditt hjertes trang og nød. Au- 
gustins ord er framdeles sant: “O 
Gud, du har skapt oss for deg selv, og 
vaart hjerte er urolig inntil det finner 
svile i deg!” Saa mye innrømmer vi 
alle. Men gjennomsnittsmennesket 
som kritiserer den saakalte kristne 
sivilisasjon har det slett ikke klart for 
seg at det er fordi han ikke gjør sin 
religion til en personlig eiendom at 
organisert religion ’ svikter paa saa 
mange punkter. 

Jesu aand var dynamisk 1900 aar 
tilbake i tiden. De ti bud, bergpreken¬ 
en, og korsets evangelium er like mo¬ 
derne som radio. Vi bruker dem,ikke. 
Det er det heie. Kan religion være 
fort? Mange ville synes om aa gaa i 
seng om kvelden slik som de er,—og 
vaakne neste morgen fri fra sitt gamle 
selv . . . Den kristne kirke, eller den 
den del av kirken som har vært tro 
mot Guds aapenbaring,—har alltid 
forkynt omvendelse. For Jesu makt 
kan forandre et menneske totalt paa 
et øyelblikk. Det er den mystiske 
kvalitet i evangeliet som er prøvet og 
erfart i millioner menneskeliv. Du kan 
faa en start. Det gamle greske ord, 
“metanoia,” som anger kommer fra, 
betyr en ny innstilling. Men vent ikke 
at din missbrukte, forvrengte vilje 
skal svare paa din samvittighets kall 
paa et øyeblikk. Hvis du vil tro paa 
Gud, da opgi din stolthet, og spør, 
“Here, hva vil du at jeg skal gjøre?” 
Du vil faa ditt svar, og fra det øye¬ 
blikk har du en kvikk religion, skjønt 
den er gammel som Golgata. Ja, som 
et hele kan det sies at naar en mann, 
lik Paulus har sett Kristus, er han for¬ 
andret til et nytt menneske. Reisen er 
ikke forbi, men du har din billet. Og 
skipet er sikkert i alle stormer. 

Kan religionen være billig? Det 
kommer an paa hva du mener. Den 
er lik luft og vann, “uten penger og 
uten pris.”

BIBLE WEEK IN LA AGUADA 

A very blessed Bible Week was 
held here in La Aguada from August 
24 to 31. For some time we had been 
longing for something like that, and 
we were happy that when we took the 
matter up for consideration both the 
people here and the missionaries took 
active part in making it a blessed re- 
ality. 

At the Mission Conference decisions 
were made for Rev. Arnfeld Morck, 
the dean of the Bible Institute, and 
Miss Hildur Thorkildsen, together 
with the local missionary at La 
Aguada (the undersigned), to under- 
take the new adventure. We did not 
know what we might expect, but ven- 
tured forth in faith. We were not put 
to shame. 

Several from La Aguada went 
along to the airport on Saturday the 
23rd to meet the two visitors. This in 
itself was interesting as it was a three 
hours’ horse or mule back ride, and 
yet some walked that distance for 
that purpose. We had to wait at the 
port a couple of hours for the plane 
to arrive, and then the shout was 
heard “all-iviene” (There it comes). 
Sure enough, within a few minutes 
Morck and Thorkildsen were with us. 
After having some lunch the return 
trip to La Aguada was made. 

On Sunday, August 24, a large 
group both from La Aguada and from 
outside points or out-stations gathered 
for the opening sessions of the ocea- 
sion. Of those from the out-stations 
many came several hours’ distance, 
and some more than a day’s journey. 
They were eager to hear the Word of 
God. 

On Monday, August 25, we met for 
the beginning of the special Bible 
studies which continued each fore- 
noon through Saturday. Rev. Morck 
led in a study of the Epistle to the 
Ephesians. He emphasized especially 
what we have in Christ and the put- 
ting into practice of the Christian life 
in the daily walk of the believers. The 
undersigned directed a study in Bible 
types, especially that of the Pascal 
Lamb, Exodus, Mercy Seat, Taber- 
naele, etc. Miss Thorkildsen used the 
third hour for studies using the flan- 
nel-graf. She ably presented the vari- 
ous phases in the life of Christ from 
His birth to His Second Corning to the 
great joy of all. 

The attendance during the week 
was good. There were those present 
who as mentioned, came from long 
distances away. What joy to see these 
young people, and older as well, with 
Bible in hand digging into the Word 
of God, exploring the Mine of the 
heavenly treasures. 

The ehildren of our day school 
were released from their classes each 
forenoon that they might attend Miss 
Thorkildsen’s class. That also gave 
the,teacher the opportunity of being 
present one hour each day. 

Evangelistic Services were held 
each evening when messages were 
given in testimony and song by the 
missionaries. On Thursday evening, 
Rev. Morck showed pictures from 
various countries. Many of these pic¬ 
tures revealed the progress and re- 
sults of the Gospel. This event was 
arranged for iri the open air, being 
held in our patio. We do not have 
electricity, but we “charged” our 
storage radio battery obtaining the 
necessary current for the occasion. 

In the afternoon of the closing Sun¬ 
day we arranged a service celebrat- 
ing and partakmg of the Lord’s Sup¬ 
per together with the native Chris¬ 
tians. What a precious culmination of 
a Bible Week!

There is, I think, a time in the life 
of every young Christian, when he or 
she is concerned about how his or her 
life should be lived.

When Christ is given full control of 
the heart He performs His work of 
grace in subduing the flesh and de- 
veloping abilities. He often uses peo¬ 
ple and means that are far removed 
from our ways and thinking. All that 
He asks of us is that we go forward in 
faith and use all the common sense 
and talents that He has given us. 

This has been My personal experi- 
enoe. Surely I started at the bottom. 
Worse than that, I had allowed my- 
self to get into a passive rut of deteri- 
oration. High school had to be com- 
pleted at a late age; money had to be 
secured from somewhere and I had a 
particular weakness that alarmed me. 

I do not pretend to have mastered 
myself completely, (my faith has 
wavered much) but I have found 
Jesus to be the answer to all my prob¬ 
lems and know that He will supply 
grace for all that the future holds. My 
one delight now, is to bring glory to 
His name as a deaconess of the 
church. 

I believe there are many young 
women who would like to serve the I 
Lord through this medium but who 
dare not think of it because it seems 
impossible. Girls, launeh out with the 
Lord Jesus and you will find your- 
self being led into a fascinating life of 
impossibilities made possible because 
He supplies grac* grace, and more 
grace.—Sister Martha Grace Haugen.

Following is the conelusion of the 
paper on Temperance given by Mrs. 
K. C. Grundahl, Camrose, at our con¬ 
vention. The first part appeared in 
last month’s W.M.F. page. 

As we thank and praise God for these bles- 
sings, we are saddened by the news that on 
April lst of this year Ontario came under a 
new act passed by last year’s legislature 
whereby hard liquor is sold by the glass. It is 
the first time in 30 years. I know this is just 
the first step. and unless Canadians rise up 
to stop it the second step will be the terrible 
evil of liquor served in places where food is 
served. My home state was under such a curse 
until it became so offensive that people were 
aroused to take a stand against it to save 
their families. It took three elections (sis: 
years) before a law to divorce food and liquor 
passed. Just pieture younself living in a town 
or in a community where there is no place for 
your child or teen-ager to go for a bag of pop- 
corn, a candy bar, or an ice cream soda with- 
out seeing the beer or whiskey bottle, or the 
wine glass and the scenes that go with it. 

Canada is beginning to show all the first 
signs of a program in this direction. The CBC 
has taken action whereby they will allow the 
brewers to sponsor programmes on stations 
wherever such types of advertising is permitt- 
ed by provincial law. Remember that if the 
broadcast is over a network like the CBC, will 
it stop at provincial lines ? Should we not pro¬ 
test such action? 

Are we aware of the subtle beginnings of 
advertising in Canadian newspapers ? They are 
sponsoring what is called “A good-will pro¬ 
gram.” It looks innocent enough so far, but as 
it progresses there will come forth a more in- 
sidious type of advertisement. To give you just 
a small sample of what I have reference to, 

I quote a paragraph from a series, “From 
Where I Sit,” by Joe Marsh, (No. 52, Copy¬ 
right 1942, Brewing Industry Foundation): 
“From where I sit, a man’s got every right to 
enjoy a satisfying’ glass of beer when he 
wants to quench his thirst. Beer’s a friendly 
drink. It’s a drink of moderation,- too. And 
most folks—even the ones that don’t drink 
beer themselves—are tolerant enough, nowa- 
days, to respect the rights of folks who do.” 

Many Canadian magazines, among them the 
New World and MacLeans, are showing full 
page advertisements with educational material 
about the provinees and ideas on the conserva- 
tion of Canadian resources. Again the thought 
behind these is to keep the public conscious 
of the liquor industry until it becomes possible 
to advertise the produet. 

Remember that all this advertising is dir¬ 
ected toward the youth, your boys and girls 
and mine. If you are concerned about your 
ehildren or your young people you cannot take 
an indifferent attitude. Instead you must take 
on the whole armour of God and fight, know- 
ing that when God is for us who can be against 
us. The victory can and will be ours if we go 
forth under the banner of the Cross, as sol- 
diers of the Cross, working, praying and giv- 
ing. 

May I urge you to join in supporting our 
temperance organizations by: 

1. Membership. This will show your in- 
terest in the work. Matt. 12:30, “He that 
is not with me is against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth abroad.” 

2. Prayer. James 5:16, “The effeetual, fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth much.” 
Prayer changes things. 

3. Gifts. IlCor., 9:6, “He which soweth spar- 
ingly shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully.” Films, reading materials, and 
temperance speakers for the schools. will 
be made available through adequate funds. 

I’m an American, but while I’m in Canada 
Fm jjledging myself to give of time, talent, 
and money to fight the liquor evil here. Will 
not you who are patriotic women of Canada 
also pledge yourselves to join this army to 
fight for Canadian youth? Your young peo¬ 
ple fought a war for you; now you have a 
chance to fight a war for them. Can Christ 
count on you?
